ANTI-SC HLESINGER SUIT ADVANCING. Dr. Pierce won a 
very minor preliminary skirmish with the government in a Federal 
court hearing January 11. At that time one co-plaintiff and one inter- . 
vener were admitted to his suit, over the.governments objections. 

The co-plaintiff is Mr. Richard Cotten, publisher of CONSERVA¬ 
TIVE VIEWPOINT, and the intervener is the Colorado-based COM¬ 
MITTEE TO RESTORE THE CONSTITUTION, headed by Lt. Col. 

Arch Roberts. Other patriotic groups are also considering inter¬ 
vening in the suit. 

The first real showdown in the suit, which asks the court to en¬ 
join the Secretary of Defense from further illegal steps to involve 
America in the Arab-Israeli war, comes January 18. At that time 
the government's motion for dismissal will be heard, along with the 
plaintiffs' motion for a summary judgment against the government. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Pierce is already about $1,000 in the hole with 
legal expenses, having committed^ that much more than he has raised 
so far. Further contributions are urgently needed at this time! 

ATTACK! NO. 25 IS ALMOST READY. The new ATTACK! has 
been severely delayed by the press of other matters at the National 
Office.

planned than performed, 
however, and for the past three- 
and-one-half years the resources 
available to the movement have 
been inadequate for any task 
beyond the continued building of 
the first group, namely, NYA. 
Thus, NYA has had to serve as a 
catchall for all persons attracted 
to the movement, because there 
was no other place for them to go. 

This was not an ideal 
arrangement, because a “youth** 
organization has, by its very 
name, a limited appeal among 
many segments of the population 
who are otherwise ripe for 
recruitment into the movement. 
The manifest task of the National 
Office was to broaden the scope 
of appeal of the movement to 
include every American willing 
to collaborate’ in the task of 
building a new order in American 
life — and yet to do this without in 
any way sacrificing what had 
already so painstakingly been 
created in the form of NYA. This 
task became particularly urgent 
in the latter half of 1973. as the 
mood of the country began 
shifting perceptibly toward an 
anti-System attitude. 

Rather than attempting to form 
another specialized organization 
co-ordinate with NYA, it was 
decided to create at this linn* a 
new lormalion which will serve

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Agents Ordered to Infiltrate and Neutralize 

The Senate Watergate hearings have brought to light a vast governmental 
spy apparatus used against'American citizens. Under the Nixon Regime, Tom 
Charles Huston (former chairman of Young Americans for Freedom) created the 
infamous Huston Plan to burglarize the homes of, tap the phones of, and open 
the mail of thousands of people opposed to Nixon T s destructive policies. 

Later testimony at the Ervin Committee Hearings revealed how former Attorney 
Gen. John Mitchell set up his "DIRTY TRICKS SOUAD" to neutralize and destroy 
all political opposition to President Nixon. Mitchell gave special attention 
to right wingers who refused to support the infamous "America Last 1 policies 
practiced by the Nixon administration. 

In addition to the Huston Plan and John Mitchell’s "Dirty Tricks Sauad ’ 
the FBI was ordered to set up a separate sabotage operation to be used against 
President Nixon’s right wing opposition. On December 7, 1973, the FBI offi¬ 
cially admitted conducting the "disruption" of conservative organizations. 

In this revealing document, the FBI described how (since the first Nixon term 
in 1968) they had infiltrated, tried to "disrupt, and otherwise neutralize the 
activities of the various organizations, their leadership and adherants. In 
addition to having provocateurs infiltrate patriotic organizations, there was 
incorporated a deliberate plan to smear rightists in the media, 1 through the 
cooperation of reliable news media sources" • . . "In instances where a reliable 
and cooperative news media representative or other source outside the Bureau 
is to be contacted or utilized in connection with a proposed counter intelli¬ 
gence operation, it will be incumbent upon the recommending office to furnish 
assurances the source will not reveal the Bureau’s interest or betray our 
confidence." (See page 1, 2 of FBI Report.)

•r As a part of this ^Smpaign to build up the agents f^vacateurs sent in to 
destroy rightists, the WASHINGTON POST began to give a huge'publicity build up 
to a paper organization known as the National Youth Alliance. Most-patriots 
are .all boo familiar with the silent treatment given to their activities by the 
establishment press. Therefore, it came as quite a surprise to see the super 
Zionist WASHINGTON POST running story after story about the non-actions of the 
tiny NYA operation and its odeous leader, Dr. William Pierce. The POST's 
repeated lauditory articles about the 40 year old "youth" leader were written 
by their top political reporter, Paul Valentine. 

The connection between Pierce and Valentine did not become obvious until 
later during a legal suit (docket #CA>-388Q-71) Pierce had filed to harrass 
Liberty Lobby, Pierce documented his suit with information including a private 
letter addressed personally to Valentine. The reporter for the Zionist Washing¬ 
ton Post voluntarily aided Pierce, an avowed "Nazi" and ex-information officer 
of the American Nazi Party. 

During the course of the legal battle more ominous facts about Dr. Pierce 
•were revealed. Under oath Pierce denied having any income other than that 
received from the Nazi Party, $50 per month, until he was booted out of the 
party in- 1970. Following that time Pierce swore that his only income was 
earned from operating the NYA. How Pierce managed to support two children in 
a $50,000 home, and drive a Cadillac were the questions that remained to be 
asked. When directed by the court,to produce records of his income. Pierce 
dropped his suit and accepted a.contempt of court citation rather than reveal 
the sources of his mysterious income. 

' How Pierce, manages to run his NYA mailing organization operating out of 
an office located in a high-rise located in a high rent district'of Arlington, 
Va., and maintain his "65 year old" National Youth Secretary, Charles McGuire 
in a private apartment in the same building is still a mystery.

^Though this ex-Nazi’s close ties to the Zionist Washington Post appear to 
be conspiratorial^ his favored status with the Federal Government are even 
more sinister* In Sept* 1971 Pierce was indicted by a Washington Grand Jury 
for sale* of the stolen Liberty Lobby mailing list, which he had previously 
used to send attacks out directed against true patriotic organizations. 

Shortly after Pierce’s indictment) an associate of Liberty Lobby was inter¬ 
viewed by the FBI and during the questioning he brought up the indictment of 
Pierce. The two FBI agents told him that the indictment would be nolle prossed 
and Pierce would not be prosecuted. Two months later after many promises to 
Liberty Lobby by the prosecutors office of a strong prosecution the case was 
dismissed at the request of the prosecution. Sources within the Justice 
Department have since stated that the order to dismiss Pierce’s case came 
directly from the office of John Mitchell. 
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Stolen Mail List 



The case of the puloined 
mailing list turned up in Supe¬ 
rior Court yesterday as an of¬ 
ficial of a right-wing youth or¬ 
ganization was indicted on 
charges of receiving stolen 
property. 

According to the U.S. attor¬ 
ney’s office, the property in 
question was a mailing list 
that vanished one night from 
the offices of a rival conserva¬ 
tive group, the Liberty Lobby. 

The indictment charges that 
Dr. 'William Pierce, editor-in- 
chief of the publications of the 
National Youth Alliance, 
“with intent to defraud, re-, 
ceived property of Liberty 
Lobby . . . consisting of a 
mailing list, which has been 



stolen.” The list allegedly con¬ 
tained 24,000 names. 

It would mark the first time 
in Washington that anyone 
has been prosecuted for steal¬ 
ing a mailing 'list, court 
sources said. The indictment 
says the mailing list is valued 
at “more than $100.” 

According to Liberty Lobby, 
one of the largest conservative 
lobbies on Capitol Hill, 
Pierce’s group used the mail¬ 
ing list to send “poison pen” 
letters to it’s own adherents 
criticizing the heads of Lib¬ 
erty Lobby* 

i Although the two groups 
were once allied, the National 
Youth. Alliance, an outgrowth 
of Youth, for Wallace, parted 
company last year in an'in¬ 
ternal . feud, 



Pierce, a former member of 
the National Socialist White 
Peoples Parly (formerly the 
American Nazi Party) in Ar¬ 
lington runs the National 
Youth Alliance newspaper, 
“Attack,” said to reach 30,000 
persons.

No reason was 
jgiven for the action. 

, Pierce, a former functionary 
jin the National Socialist White 
''Peoples Party and now publi¬ 
cations' editor of the Arling- 
tdn-'based National Youth Alli¬ 
ance, was accused of receiving 
4 a 24,000-name mailing list be¬ 
longing to Liberty L°bby, a 
“conservative lobbying group 
•here headed by Willis A. 
Carto. 

Defense attorney John Har¬ 
der said Pierce was prepared 
•to prove that he* acquired the 
list through legitimate pur¬ 
chase. • 

Pierce’s National Youth Alli¬ 
ance, itself a mailing list spin¬ 
off front the 1968 Youth for 
(George) Wallace presidential 
campaign, was once affiliated 
with Liberty Lobby but broke 
off after an internal feud.

During normal times it would seem incredible to link an Attorney General 
of the United States with a "Nazi”. However in testimony before -the Water¬ 
gate committee and in several affadavits it has been exposed that Mitchell 
gave at least $10,000 to the "Nazi T s" in California to get American Party 
Voters to re-register Republican. 


The most recent government favoritism showered on Dr. Pierce was the 
granting of an IRS TAX EXEMPTION and the right to use the lower non-profit 
postal'rates. Not only is it unheard of for such privileges to be granted to 
a "Nazi" but Pierce received his tax exemption in less than six months - less 
time than it takes many churches to be granted these same privileges. 



Under President Nixon, pub¬ 
lic interest groups have found it 
increasingly difficult to obtain 
tax exemptions from the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service. 

Yet a former Nazi, who once 
promised there would be Jew 
hanging from every lamppost in 
the country, 0 had no trouble 
breezing through the bureau¬ 
cratic morass at the IRS and get¬ 
ting his hate organization de¬ 
clared “exempt from"federal in¬ 
come tax. 0 ' 

He is William L. Pierce, who 
runs the anti-Semitic, right- 
wing National Youth Alliance 
in Arlington, Va. Pierce, who 
has a‘PhD. in physics and pref¬ 
ers to be called “doctor,” was a 
self-admitted “personal friend” 
of George Lincoln Rockwell, the 
late fuhrer of the American 
Nazi Party. After Rockwell's 
death, Pierce became tire Nazis’ 
“assistant. executive officer” 
and “ideological officer.” 

It was in this capacity that 
Pierce recorded a “dial-a-hate” 
message declaring “there is 
only one effective way to deal 
with rampaging blades on our 
campuses — and in our cities — 
and that is to kill them.” 

In 19&8, Pierce was found sell¬ 
ing “Negro control equipment” 
out of his Virginia home. His 
“equipment” ranged from riot 
guns'to chemical mace. 

.For the past three years, 


Pierce has headed the National 
Youth Alliance, an offshoot of 
the arch-conservative Liberty 
Lobby. The original NYA, which 
was based in Washington, went 
out of business and, In 1970, was 
reincorporated in Virginia by 
Pierce. 

The “new” NYA is largely a 
paper organization which does 
little more than publish hate lit¬ 
erature and send out appeals 
for funds. 

Its main publication is a tab¬ 
loid called “Attack ” which is 
frequently festooned with 
ghoulish pictures of maimed 
and disfigured bodies. They are 
described in rabid language as 
Arabs who fell victim to Israeli 
attacks. 

A recent fund-raising letter 
asserted that “only a well-aimed 
bullet could have stopped the 
confirmation of Henry Kis¬ 
singer. , 

This scurrilous literature is 
now produced tax free. For as of 
October, 1973, Pierce's organi¬ 
zation is no longer required to 
pay federal taxes, 

A letter to Pierce from IRS 
District ■ Director William D. 
Waters proclaims that the NYA 
is “not liable for Social Security 
(FICA) taxes" or for “the taxes 
imposed undet the Federal Un¬ 
employment Tax Act (FUTA).” 
All “bequests, legacies, devises, 
transfers or gifts” to the NYA 
are also “deductible for federal 
estate gift tax purposes. . 


What’s more, Pierce took his 
tax-exempt credentials to the 
Postal Service and wangled the 
privilege of mailing his litera¬ 
ture at the reduced rates re¬ 
served for non-profit organiza¬ 
tions. 

Now, courtesy of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment, Pierce saves §310 for 
every 10,000 pieces of hate mail 
he sends out. 

Pierce’s most recent issue of 
“Attack,” which he mailed at 
non-profit rates, contains a pic¬ 
ture of Kissinger in the cros¬ 
shairs of a rifle telescope. The 
same issue advertises Adolf Hit¬ 
ler’s “Mein Kampf” and several 
“how-toV books on the construc¬ 
tion of booby-traps, explosives 
and demolitions. 

Footnote: An IRS spokesman 
told us that tax exempt status is 
usually granted oh. the pre¬ 
sumption that “the organization 
h^s acted in good faith and has 
told us the “truth” about its op¬ 
erations. There are over 600,000 
tax-exempt groups on record, 
the spokesman said, explaining 
it is impossible to investigate 
them all. Nevertheless, the ERS 
found plenty of time to investi¬ 
gate the Center on Corporate 
Responsibility, a public interest 
group that struggled three years 
for a tax exemption and won it 
only after a federal judge de¬ 
tected “political" influence 
against it.

FGAN Bombs (1) 

When commercial or military 
explosives are not available, an 
improvised explosive which is 
often very useful is fertilizer- 
grade ammonium nitrate 
(FGAN). This material is very 
cheap, very safe, and very 
readily available in large 
quantities without red tape or 
questions for the purchaser. 
Under the proper conditions, it is 
a powerful high explosive, 
suitable for medium-sized as well 
as large bombs. 

FGAN is sold in 100-lb plastic- 
lined paper sacks by practically 
all seed-and-feed stores catering 
to farmers, particularly during 
the spring and summer months. 
It is not ordinarily handled by 
urban lawn-and-garden shops. A 
100-lb sack currently retails for 
about $3.75. 

One point to keep in mind when 
purchasing FGAN is that am¬ 
monium nitrate is an ingredient 



of a number of fertilizer mixtures 
containing other substances. 
Such fertilizers are designated by 
their percentage of total nitrogen 
content. Look for the total 
nitrogen content on the label. It 
should be between 33 and 34 per 
cent, corresponding to am¬ 
monium nitrate of 94-97 per cent 
purity. Other so-called “am¬ 
monium nitrate” fertilizers — 
one rated at 19 per cent total 
nitrogen content, for example, 
and containing only 60 per cent 
ammonium nitrate — are not 
suitable for explosive use. 

Ammonium nitrate is a very 
insensitive high explosive. The 
necessity for strong confinement, 
a powerful initiating booster, or 
both to insure proper detonation 
has limited its use in medium¬ 
sized guerrilla bombs — although 
it was used with spectacular 
success by Red activists in a 
large borqb which destroyed the 
Army Math Research Center 
building at the University of 
Wisconsin last year. 

When used in sufficiently large 
quantities (more than 100 lbs, 
say) strong confinement 
becomes unnecessary, and 
complete detonation can be 
obtained in a relatively non¬ 
confining container, such as an 
oil drum, a barrel, or even the 
bag in which it was purchased, 
provided the FGAN has been pre¬ 
sensitized and a sufficiently 
powerful booster is used. The 
most common sensitizing agents 
are hydrocarbon oils or waxes, 
although many other substances 
— such as powdered charcoal — 
have been used successfully. 

Medium-sized bombs (10 lbs or 
less of FGAN) usually require 
strong confinement as well. Their 
manufacture is sufficiently 
demanding — but important 
enough — that a separate Note 
will be devoted to them in a later 
issue of ATTACK’ 

An arbitrarily large bomb may 
be prepared in empty oil drums 
or other suitable containers by 
mixing FGAN with fuel oil or 
automotive lubricating oil — 
even used crankcase oil — in the 
proportion of 1 gallon of oil to 
each 100 lbs of FGAN. 

One pound of dynamite or TNT, 
primed with an ordinary electric 
or non-electric blasting cap, will 
provide a sufficient boosters 
charge for detonation of theO 


FGAN / oil mixture. The booster 
should be protected from the oil 
by wrapping it in a plastic bag or 
enclosing it in a screw-cap jar 
before burying it in the sensitized 
FGAN. 

FGAN is very hygroscopic, and 
the absorption of moisture from 


damp air, if it is left in an un¬ 
sealed container for a few days, 
is sufficient to make FGAN very 
much more difficult or im¬ 
possible to initiate. It should 
remain in the unbroken bags in 
which it is sold until just before 
use. 



More on Detonators 


One ATTACK! reader sends 
the following suggestion in 
connection with Note 2, on .the 
preparation of lead azide: “One 
of the raw materials needed, 
sodium azide, is used in a stan¬ 
dard procedure for the deter¬ 
mination of chromium. Thus, if 
any question is raised in 
procuring sodium azide from a 
laboratory stockroom, a water 
analysis for chromium will 
provide a plausible excuse.” 

It might also be re-emphasized 
that the manufacture of 
detonators (or any process in¬ 
volving primary explosives) is 
potentially very hazardous. One 
simple precaution, which may 
mean the difference between the 
loss of several fingers and an eye 
or two, and merely a couple of 
burned or lacerated fingertips, is 


the use of a cigar box, or similar g 
container, as a blast shield. g 
Punch or drill a hole in the lid of * 
the cigar box the same diameter \ 
as the tubing used for detonators. J 
Glue a wooden block to the inside | 
bottom of the cigar box so that « 
when a detonator is resing on the B 
block, only the upper U” - V* i 
protrudes through the hole in the g 
lid. A dimple or hole in the block | 
about Vs” deep is sufficient to g 
hold the bottom of the detonator | 
in place. | 

When filling and tamping* 
detonators in this shield,! 
remember never to have your! 
head directly above the [ 
detonator.

In his attacks agaSist patriots, Pierce joined forcls with admitted 
"deep cover" CIA agent Wm. F. Buckley. Like Valentine, Buckley is also in 
the vanguard of Zionist operations. Buckley’s Zionist control can be linked 
directly to the family’s oil interests. 

BUCKLEY'S THUNDERBOLT 

Recent years have witnessed a serious decline of Buckley family influence 
amongst rank and file conservatives. The Buckleys’ super-Zionist proselytism 
has been directly linked to the family’s vast oil holdings in the mid-east. 

Loud mouthed Bill Buckley, Jr. has personally become persona non grata to 
responsible conservatives because of his notorious hoaxes and other abomina¬ 
tions. The "Buckley Horrors," as they are widely known include Hoaxer Bill's 
full backing for gun control, his advocacy of preferential hiring for blacks, 
his public stand promoting genocide against the Lybian people, his fanatic 
attack against the anti-Marijuana laws (which is currently being used as 
propaganda by dope pushers), and his militant support of the criminal-filled 
Nixon administration and its pro-Communist foreign policy. 

Except for a few CFR-approved Kosher Konservatives, no American rightists 
will touch the Buckley family with a ten foot pole. Seeking to restore their 
influence and power within the conservative movement, the Buckleys apparently 
established a number of secret ties to various sections of the right wing. 
Hoaxer Bill Buckley needed people to act as his hatchet men., because no one 
believes NATIONAL REVIEW any more. 

One of the Buckleys’ most active allies is THUNDERBOLT, a supposedly 
pro-White and anti-Zionist publication. At first glance such an alliance 
would seem highly improbable because both parties frequently take opposing 
public positions. Beneath the surface however, "the THUNDERBOLT Gang and 
the Buckley Oil Mongers have much to gain by such a covert union of forces. 
Both sides have repeatedly defamed, smeared and lied about individual patriots 
organizations, and publications which cannot be bought off by the ADL or CFR. 
By secretly joining forces, the Buckleys and Thunderbolt must hope to wipe 
out all sincere and true opposition to the CFR-Kosher establishment. 

Over the years, THUNDERBOLT has spread various smears, distortions, and 
outright lies about real patriotic groups. THUNDERBOLT Editor, Dr. Ed Fields 
(a former horse doctor), repeatedly joined in with the Kosher Konservatives 
to smear and lie about the late George Lincoln 'Rockwell - a man who gave his 
life for his beliefs. 

Recently, THUNDERBOLT has turned its smears against patriots who expose 
and fight against the Buckleys and their oil'empire. Mien the publication 
STATECRAFT issued a full scale expose of Bill Buckley, Thunderbolt launched 
a full scale smear, packed with lies, against STATECRAFT. When LIBERTY 
LOWDOWN published details on the Buckley oil holdings, it too received a lying 
blast from THUNDERBOLT. The WAHINGTON OBSERVER has repeatedly published hews 
about the Buckleys and their oil empire and as a result the W.O. received 
many twisted smears from the THUNDERBOLT wrecking crew. After Youth Action

indicted and convicted William F. Buckley, Jr. (for advocating genocide 
against the Lybian people) in its 1972 trial of CFR war criminals, Y.A. 
was also smeared by THUNDERBOLT. Apparently, the word has gone out that 
any group attacking the Buckleys or their oil empire will be smeared by 
THUNDERBOLT. 

The strange behavior of THUNDERBOLT has caused us to launch a careful 
investigation of the Buckley-THUNDERBOLT alliance. In the December, 1970 
issue, THUNDERBOLT heaped great praise upon the election of the rabidly 
pro-Zionist Senator James L. Buckley from New York. THIINDEFBOLT stated 
"Rightists are encouraged by the Buckley victory." The supposedly anti- 
Semitic THUNDERBOLT went on to heap great praise and support upon the 
"Youth for Buckley," an ultra-Zionist group. "Youth for Buckley” was loaded 
with Jews both in its leadership and rank and file positions. 

Senator James Buckley's militant support of Zionism was well\publicized 
before the election. On October 30, 1970, a number of prominent Jews (Max 
Geltman, Rabbi Fink, George Jessel, Will Herberg, Joseph Dunner, Harry 
Hershfield, David A. Schulte, and NATIONAL REVIEW Editor, Frank Meyer) took 
out a large advertisement for James Buckley's candidacy in the NEW YORK TIMES. 
This quoted a few of James Buckley's many statements supporting Israel. One 
part of the Buckley quotations read "Our country has a special relation with 
the nation of Israel because of the circumstances of its re-creation, because 
of our close and multiple ties, because of the deep emotional link of many of 
our citizens, and because of the Israelis' valiant defense in these last years 
against communist-supported armies." The same ad quoted Buckley's all out 
support for the few Jews who want to leave Russia, but no statement was made 
about the horrible plight of the hundreds of millions of Christians enslaved 
by the Reds. 
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The staff of The Thunderbolt 
voted this month to honor Dr. 
William L. Pierce, Ph.D. As 
“Patriot of the Month.” Dr. 
Pierce gave up his position on 
the faculty of Oregon State 
University to become Chair¬ 
man of the Board of the “Na¬ 
tional Youth Alliance,” located 
in Washington, D. C. 

Dr. Pierce was a research 
scientist before .becoming a 
university professor. Biograph¬ 
ical sketches of Dr. Pierce can 
be found in “Who’s Who in the 
Southwest” and “American Men 
of Science. ” 

Dr. William L. Pierce has 
written superb articles for a 
number of Right Wing publica¬ 
tions before accepting the lead¬ 
ership of “National Youth Al¬ 
liance.” Besides directing the 
nation's largest organization 
dedicated solely to saving the 
youth for the patriotic cause. 
Dr. Pierce serves as Editor-in- 
Chief of “Attack,” the youth 


group's official publication. 

This month we salute this 
patriotic leader for his out¬ 
standing sacrificial service to 
the cause for which we all fight. 
His rapidly expanding drive to 
awaken our youth and win them 
away from communism on the 
campuses of the nation is most 
certainly an admirable and 
worthy cause. With an ever 
growing sense of unity within 
the Right-Wing we look for¬ 
ward to the day when all groups 
can cooperate with one another 
and work in harmony for the 
common goal of victory for the 
RIGHT over the enemies of the 
LEFT. 


It later came out that Dr. Pierce was working with Ed Fields in his 
THUNDERBOLT attacks against the anti-Zionist enemies of Wm. F. Buckley, Jr. 
Fields had been personally appraised of Pierce T s roll as an agent provacateur 
in early 1971. Despite this warning, Fields used the pages of the June 1971 
issue of THUNDERBOLT to praise Pierce as M Patriot of the Month. 11 It turned 
out that Pierce was the only "Patriot of the Month" ever to appear in the 
pages of THUNDERBOLT. 

It later turned out that Fields had joined forces with secret backers of 
Pierce to finance the mass mailings of tens of thousands of smears against 
real patriotic organizations.

hate groups and alleges that termination of this program by 
FBI Director Hoover on April 28, 1971, did not diminish FBI 
harrassment against "right-wing and racially oriented "White 
(sic) organizations".

It all began last December,

The principal, activity of the 
Anti-Defamation League (ADL) 
is compiling dossiers on 
American citizens considered 
unsympathetic to Jewish com¬ 
mercial and political ambitions. 
The ADL has long^ maintained 
‘ close ties with Anderson and, 
formerly, Pearson. Many 
Pearson-Anderson , smear- 
columns have been based on 
ADL-supplied information. 

Interestingly.enough, Peter C. 
Reynolds is also employed by the 
. so-called ’“Liberty Lobby,” a 
.Washington fund-raising 
operation which specializes in 
accumulating the names and x 
addresses .of Americans who 
contribute to patriotic or “con¬ 
servative” causes.

Immediate Effect 

On December 26 t 1973, an 
Anderson column was devoted to 
a vicious smear of NYA and Dr. 
William Pierce, the ' editor of * 
ATTACK! The gravamen of the 
column,"which was carried by 
about 600 daily newspapers, was ‘ 
Anderson’s assertion that NYA is 
a “hate” group and that it is 
scandalous that,^ such an 
organization should be tax- 
exempt. 

Three days later Anderson 
repeated and enlarged- his 
complaint about ‘NYA’s- tax 
exemption on network radio and 
television. He suggested there 
would soon be a congressional, 
investigatipn of the matter. 

* The effect of the Anderson 
smear was immediate and 
dramatic; On December 27 the.

In the next few weeks these were - 
followed by another six-^all sent- 
via registered mail and 
demanding one response or 
another from NYA,' white

Outside Political Pressure 

NYA leaders meanwhile 
learned that Jack Anderson was 
not the only one who had been 
prompted to light a fire’under the 
IRS. At least two neo-li^eral 
Congressmen—Hugh Carey, of 
Brooklyn, and Joshua Eilberg, of 
Philadelphia—wrote letters, to 
the IRS ' demanding action 
against NYA. 

One of the IRS letters received , 
in February is photographically 
reproduced below.. Because it 
gives an insight into the men¬ 
tality of the IRS bureaucs^acy 
which wields such_/art ^un¬ 
wholesome power "oyer ihe lives 
of all Americans today, it is 
worth reading in £ull. 


.. The IRS letter nowhere alleges' 
that NYA’s original application 
for tax-exempt status was 
fraudulent, misleading, or 
otherwise invalid.

someone in the IRS bureaucracy 
was simply asleep at the switch 
when NYA’s application was 
being routinely processed. 

Now that everyone has been

On February ' 14' Dr. Pierce 
' replied to the IRS letter, of 
February 11. He sharply 
questioned the District Director’s 
'"restrictive definition of the term, 
“charitable,” which limited it to 
“the elimination of prejudice and 
discrimination and the defending 
'of‘civil rights.” 

' Actually, the IRS Code states 
that charitable activities include: 
“relief of the poor and distressed 
or of thd underprivileged; ad¬ 
vancement of 'religion; ad- 
■ vancement of education or 
.science; erection or maintenance 
„ of public buildings or works; 
lessening of the burdens of v 
government; and promotion of i 
social welfare by organizations 
V designed to accomplish any of the

“You allege that NYA’s ‘racist 
policies include as their primary 
objectives the destruction of civil 
rights.’ That allegation is false. 
The primary objective of NYA is, 

. , to the contrary, to restore to our 

people the civil rights they en¬ 
joyed before the present era of^ 
decadence and repression set in. 

“One must suspect that when 
you refer to civil rights you have 
in mind a different, set of rights 
and a different group of people to 
-whom you feel those rights should 
belong than NYA does. Have you 
made the judgment that ‘civil 
rights* should be restricted in 
meaning to the ‘rights* of 
Negroes to be schooled with, to 
work with, and to live with 
Whites? 

“NYA recognizes and strives to 


defend a far more important and 
fundamental set of rights, 
namely, .the right of individual 
and collective self-defense for 
White Americans; the right of 
racial self-determination; the 
right to freedom of association; 
the right to an honest, competent, 
and courageous government; the 
right to work,' live, and raise 
one’s children in a wholesome, 
healthy, and racially 
homogeneous environment; the 
right to preserve undcfiled the 
cultural and genetic heritage of 
Western mankind; and' many 
other long-established, though 
* sometimes repressed, rights .of 
our people. ' 

“NYA has meritoriously 
chosen to defend precisely those 
civil rights whose -defense has 
been largely neglected, or even 
opposed, by other tax-exempt 
organizations.”' ' 


. Twisted Meanings -

Although the IRS charge that 
NYA looks upon violence -as an 
acceptable means for gaining its 
ends is as irrelevant to NYA's 
tax-exempt status as the IRS 
charge of “racism,” Dr\ Pierce’s 
letter . pointed out that the 
citations chosen by the* IRS to 
establish this change are less 
than convincing. 

For example, the IRS quoted a 
long excerpt' from the October 
1973 issue of ACTION, NYA’s 
membership bulletin.. In its 
original context- the passage 
quoted was part of an argument 
for the use of the courts, not 
violence, in attaining NYA’s 
goals. That issue of ACTION was , 
primarily seeking support from 
the membership for Dr. Pierce’s 
current lawsuit in the'Federal 
courts' against Secretary of 
Defense Schlesinger as a result of 
Schlesinger’s illegal transfer of 
U.S. military equipment to Israel 
last year. The relative inef-' 
fectiveness of past violence from 
the Right was cited as one reason 
for turning to other means,—in 
this case the courts. 

, Data about Zionism 

In response to the IRS concern 
over NYA’s treatment of the 
Jewish problem,. Dr. Pierce 
wrote: 

“You' are correct in your 
assertion that NYA materials 
‘include substantial amounts of 
data about the current*objectives 
and activities or Zionism.\NYA 
publishes this data a£ a public 
service, and it, is in no, way .in¬ 
consistent with NY-A*s overall 
operation as an educational and 
-charitable organization. 

“You are also correct in your 
assertion that .NYA’s 
publications have alleged that 
‘the Jews, as individuals and as a 
group, arc of questionable 
national loyalty.* This allegation, 
however, is backed by more than 
the ‘disparaging terms, in-, 
sinuations and innuendoes’ you 
mention. It is also backed by 
facts, many of which you have 
recognized in NYA’s articles on 
the current objectives and ac¬ 
tivities of Zionism. 

“It is a common fiction in 
America that the Jews are people 
just like other Americans except 
that they go to a different church; 
that they have essentially the 
same values and objectives as 
' other Americans; that they are 
no more ethnocentric and act no 
rcorc in concert to promote their, 


special, group interests than do 
other ethnic groups, fe.g„ Scotch- 
Americans or Scandinavian- 
Americans; and that; they do not 
; | taV e a divided national loyalty. 
This fiction is dangerous to the 
security and prosperity of all non- 
jewish Americans, ’particularly 
in- this period of Middle-East 
crisis, and NYA’s publications . 
have, from time to time, exposed 
- this danger as a public service.”. 

Fais,e Conclusions 

In countering, the false con¬ 
clusions reached in the IRS 
letter, Dr. Pierce stated:.

“The^conclusions in your letter 
'are wrong in every particular. As 
pointed out above, /NYA .does 
promote civil rights. Fuc- 
thermore, NYA’s civil-rights 
activity, far from begetting* 
prejudice, has the effect of

Having raised the specter of an 
out : of-control political-police 
agency, Nader and the press then 
largely dispelled that specter. 
One of the FBI memos which they 
obtained and published was an 
edict from Hoover dated April 28, 
1971, ordering the immediate 
termination of all ^ COIN¬ 
TELPROs. At that time,- with 
mounting press criticism of the 
r Bureau, Hoover felt the COIN- 
TELPROs<v were too risky

It may be regrettable, but'it is a 
fact of life that political police are 
an indispensable prop for all 
modern governments, whether 
they are “totalitarian” or

"that there is <an FBI agent «• 
behind every mailbox.” * 

Such words may have a strange* „ 
ring to American ears, but A the 

* author of that memo had a better 
understanding of the true 
mentality of the average citizen 

~ in this era than do all the authors 
. of our high school civics text- 
' - books, with their jabber about 
democracy, human dignity,' 

- , individual rights, and freedom of , 
expression. ’■ . 

A Nation of Jellyfish 

The average American has no 
* - stomach for standing up against s 
-the System’s political police and 
insisting on his rights. It doesn’t 
' matter how many times he has 
been told that the police are the 
/ servants of the people and that, 
as a tax-paying citizen, he is their, 
employer; when two hard-eyed 
men in business suits come, 
knocking at his door, flash their 
" FBI credentials, and inform him 
that they want to ask him a few 
' questions about his political 
beliefs, his heart turns to ice and 
his legs become unsteady. 

Instead of becoming indignant 
at such a brazen intrusion into his 
private affairs, he becomes 
terror-stricken. Unreasoning 
fear pauses him to imagine eve^y 
sort of dire consequence, from 

■ loss of his employment to being 4 
held incommunicado' in the 

. * basement of the Justice^ 

< Department and tortured.- The 

■ chances are that he will in¬ 
stantly resolve never again to say 
-an unkind word about Big 
Brother, if only the System will " 
leave him alone.

Never Be Defensive 

After determining not to 
become paranoid, the second 
idea for the patriot-activist to 
bear in mind is the rightness of 
what he is doing. He must never ; 
let the System or its agents put 
him on the defensive. . 

"Any member of our movement 
is doing what every White man 
and woman should be .doing, but 
which most are too selfish or 
weak or ignorant to do at this 
time. He is, therefore, better than 
. -any employee of the System. He 
should not only know in his heart, * 
but also show in his^ outward 
attitude during any encounter, 
that he is right and the System’s 
man is wrong. 

Know Your Rights! 

The third thing to keep in mind 
is at least a~ rudimentary 
awareness of the protection still 
afforded American "citizens by 
the laws. Theoretically, the 
political and ideological beliefs 
and activities of an American 
citizen are not legitimate con¬ 
cerns of the FBI. Unless the FBI 
has concrete evidence that a 
citizen has violated a specific- 
Federal statute, it has ,no, 
business investigating that 
citizen or his activities, beliefs, or 
associations! ~ . 

That is the theory.'in practice, 
FBI agents do whatever, they are 
allowed to get away with. They, 
just like bureaucrats in the 
System’s other agencies,, will 
bully^any citizen who is afraid to 
stand'Up to them. 

. The - patriot-activist , must 
always insist that the theory be 
upheld in every detail. If4he FBI 
is not righteous enough to stick to 
its legitimate concerns, then we 
must help it avoid sin*_ ,

Any member of our movement, 
upon being approached by an FBI 
agent who has properly identified*' 
himself, must first, before an¬ 
swering any questions whatever, 
ascertain the exact reason for the 
FBI’s call.

Thus, the simple tactic of 
compiling a list of the names and 
addresses of the activists in any 
troublesome organization, then 
making a call, afhome or work, 
upon each one, can be counted on 
to permanently deactivate a 
certain percentage of the group. 
Those who are not deactivated 
will, nevertheless, tend to 
become jittery and suspicious 
and, consequently, less effective 
in their activity.

Hational Director* The NBP is 
headquartered in Madole’ s residence, 

10 West. 90th Street, Apartment 8,

anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist. 

A confidential informant, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on August 7, 

1974, that James H. Madole Was scheduled to appear on 
a radio show to be broadcast by Radio Station WLMD, laurel, 
Maryland, between noon and 2:00 p.m. on August 17, 1974.

The informant said that during his radio interview, 
Charles White stated that PAN has 500 members and subscribers 
and 7,0Q0 "friends” on its mailing list. He gave the 
address of PAN over the air a® Post Office Box* 278, 
Hendersonville, North Carolina 28739. White also 
indicated that FAN planned to hold rallies and meetings 
in Arlington and Alexandria, Virginia. 

The above source reported that Madole arrived 
at Radio Station WLMD at 1:07 p.m. on August 17, 1974, 
and his interview with Dennis Richards commenced at that 
time. Madole remarked that he was late because he had 
•v become lost while trying to locate the radio station* 

Madole commented during the interview that the NRP has 
between 4,000 and 5,000 on its mailing list. He also 
mentioned that the NRP works with the Ku Klux Klan. 

According to the informant, Richards stated 
that he had had one of Madole* s "lieutenants” (referring 
to Joseph Curtis Bruen, NRP representative at Washington^ 

D. C.) on a previous program. Madole replied that Bruen 
is not an officer of the NRP but is the local ’Security 
Echelon?* leader in Northern Virginia. Madole explained 
that the "Security Echelon” is a uniformed, para~military 
group which provides protection at NRP meetings and other 
events. The informant noted that Bruen was among the 
listening audience who telephoned in questions for indole. 

The source said that Madole commented during the 
radio interview that the NRP planned to hold meetings at 
Arlington and Alexandria, Virginia, following the program.

HOUSTON RALLY

On Saturday, July 6th, a KLan Rally was 
held just north of Houston/ Texas. Despite rain and 
high winds, the outdoor rally was a smashing success 
with hundreds in attendance and the subsequent re¬ 
cruitment of many, many new Klansmen, 

Prior to the rally, Mr. Duke was featured 
on two radio taUk-shows in Houston, and on the Sun¬ 
day following the rally he appeared on one of the 
most popular "country” stations in the Southwest: 
KIKK * ( KIKK has no connection with the Klan ) 
During the KIKK broadcast there was an avalanche 
of favorable calls on the air and the only two nega¬ 
tive calls came from admitted Jews. The "Yiddish 
Yakers" were a real boost to the show because they 
made statements that could only arouse the fury of 
the White Christian audience. 

Mr* Duke spoke about the Jews who have 
pushed the government decisions that have outlawed 
prayers in school and banned the singing of Christ¬ 
mas carols in many of them. One Jew caller asked,' 
"Why should we Jews have to listen to Christian 
prayers and Christmas carols ? " Another Jew said, 

"I am proud of the leading role we Jews have played 
in Civil Rights." Both calls exposed the Jews better 
than any statement Mr* Duke could make on his 
own* The Jews are the ones that have pushed inte¬ 
gration and the major pro-Communist causes in 
America* In reality, the Negroes have been the 
tools of these clever people in their effort to consol¬ 
idate their ascendant position in society. 

Many new members were recruited at the 
rally and the Texas Klan is growing larger and at a 
faster pace than it ever has. Its growth this year has

They used their network of spies 
and informants in every branch of govern¬ 
ment. to obtain highly confidential in¬ 
formation which could be used against Mr. 
Nixon. Even FBI files and top-secret 
military documents. were stolen and 
published. They hammered at the same 
theme day after day month after month, 
gradually turning public opinion against the 
President. 


fh® media masters deliberately built up the }fflai®rgat® break-in from a 
routine cash of political espionage to a scandal of unprecedented magnitud®. 


Nixon himself, of course, is indefensible. 
We all know that the broke the law and lied 
repeatedly, .to the American people. Me 
committed, in fact, far worse crimes than 
Watergate by introducing, implementing, 
or condoning policies contrary to American 
interests. These policies ranged from 
forced racial busing of school children and 
*'r!o-wiri''cdnduct" ; df the” Vietnam war to in¬ 
volving the United States in the Middle East 
conflict and allowing the economically 
ruinous sale of wheat to the Soviet Union in 


1972. But the things for which the media 
masters condemned Nixon were things of 
which his predecessors in the White Mouse 
were at least as guilty. Lyndon Johnson, for 
example, used the Presidency to enrich 
himself enormously. Can anyone doubt that 
•the influence peddlers who surrounded LBJ 
were every bit as corrupt as Agnew,

in Congress who collaborated with the 
media in attacking Nixon have dean hands.

They boost those whom they favor, sup¬ 
pressing unfavorable news about them, but 
they go to any length to destroy those who 
oppose them. Elliott Richardson, the for¬ 
mer attorney general, is a favorite of the 
media, and they always bill him as Mr. 

Yet Richardson has a long and un¬ 
savory police record of convictions for 
drunken driving and hit-and-run driving 
which the newspapers and the TV networks 


have concealed from the American people. 
Henry Kissinger is another man who 
always receives praise from the media 
masters, and they have kept his long record 
of affiliation with national security risks 
from the eyes of the public. But when they 
decide to "get" someone, as was the case 
with Mr. Nixon, they will stop at nothing to 
destroy their victim. 


Acting utterly without scruple, restraint, or 
a shred of objectivity, they use their 
monopoly control over the news media to 
shape public opinion. They shade and color

The New York Times 
(originally New York Daily 
Times)*was founded in 1851 by 
Henry J. Raymond (1820-1869) 
and George Jones (1811-1891). 

Shortly after Jones' death in 
1891, the newspaper ex¬ 
perienced a drop in advertising 
revenue that forced it near 
bankruptcy. As a consequence 
Adolph Ochs, a wealthy Jewish 
publisher, was able to purchase 
the paper from Jones' estate in 
1896 for a modest price. After 
Ochs' acquisition of the New 
York Times, advertising 
revenues rose dramatically. 

The present Jewish owners of 
the newspaper, the Sulzberger 
family, are related to Ochs 
through the marriage of Ochs' 
daughter, Iphigene, to Arthur 
Hays Sulzberger in 1917. Their 
son, Arthur Ochs Sulzberger, is 
the paper's current president 
and publisher, 

Washington Post 

A close second to the New 
York Times in national in¬ 
fluence is the Washington Post, 
which, by establishing its 
"leaks" in most governmental 
agencies in Washington, has an 
inside track on news involving 
the Federal government. 

The Washington Post was 
founded in 1877 by Stilson 
Hutchins and purchased from 
him in 1905 by John R. Maclean. 

In 1933, at the height of the 
Great Depression, Mac lean was 
forced into bankruptcy, and the 
Washington Pdst-was sold at 
auclion to Eugene Meyer, a 
Jewish financier, for a trifling 
$825,000.

operating officer. 

The Washington Post Co. also 
owns Newsweek magazine and 
a number of radio and television 
broadcasting stations. 

Instinct for Power 

And the situation is even 
worse — if that if possible — in 
the motion-picture industry and 
other media. Jews, with an 
uncanny instinct for power, 
insinuated themselves into 
every nook and cranny of the 
communications industries 
decades before the profound 
influence of the media on public 
opinion and the democratic 
political process was generally 
recognized. 

During the early part of this 
century they established their 
bridgeheads in the press, 
motion pictures, and radio 
broadcasting. By World War ii 
they were already in a com¬ 
manding position. In the period 
since 1945 they have so 
tightened their grip on the mass 
media that they exercise a 
virtual monopoly control. 

Leading America by the Nose 

Coordinating their business 
interests with their political 
interests, they have not only 
profited financially from their 
control of the media but they 
have used that control like a 
ring in America's nose to build a 
power base for themselves 
which few dare oppose. They 
can make Congressmen and 
Presidents and —as Watergate 
has so clearly shown — break 
them at their pleasure. 

This Jewish control of fh.e 
American mass media is the 
single most important fact of 
life, not just in America, but in 
the whole world today. And 
there is nothing: famine, in¬ 
flation, fuel crisis, war — more 
dangerous to the future of our 
people.

pany (NBC). The last is not an 
independent corporation, but is 
a subsidiary of Radio Cor¬ 
poration of America (RCA). 

ABC 

The president and chief 
executive officer of ABC is 
Leonard Goidenson. The 
general manager ofABCNewsis 
Martin Rubenstein, and under 
Mr. Rubenstein, as executive 
producer of ABC's TV-news 
programs, is Avram Westin. 

CBS 

The top man at CBS is 
Chairman of the Board William 
S. Paley. The CBS News sub¬ 
sidiary is run by President 
Richard S. Salant. 

NBC 

Robert Sarnoff is president, 
chief executive officer, and 
chairman of the board of RCA. 


The i^ndent and chief 
operatin^fficer of NBC itself is 
Herbert S. Schlosser. 

Alien News Monopoly 

The major broadcasting 
corporations employ thousands 
of persons in executive 
positions, but the seven men' 
named above are at the key 
control points. They are the 
ones who have the ultimate 
decision-making. authority. 
They dictate what 210 million 
Americans shall learn of what 
has happened in the nation and 
in the world each day. All seven 
of them — Goidenson, 
Rubenstein, Westin, Paley, 
Salant, Sarnoff, and Schlosser 
— are Jews. 

Newspapers Too 

After television, daily 
newspapers are the most in¬ 
fluential mass medium in 
America. Sixty-two million of 
them are sold (and, 
presumably, read) each day. 

Those 62,000,000 copies are 
divided between some 1,700 
different publications. One 
might guess that the sheer 
number of different newspapers 
would in itself provide a 
guarantee against minority 
control of this important 
medium. Unfortunately, such is 
not the case. 

Today, more than half the 
daily newspaper circulation in 
America Is controlled directly, 
and the remainder indirectly, 
by Jews, a minority group 
which makes up only 2.9 per 
cent of the total population. This 
extraordinary and dangerous 
situation has resulted in the 
press in America becoming, for 
all practical purposes, an in¬ 
strument of Jewish policy. 

The use of the press by the 
Jewish" minority to set the 
policies which affect the lives of 
, 'alt Americans could hardly be 
better illustrated than by the 
examples- of the nation's two 
most prestigious and influential 
newspapers: the New York 
Times and the Washington Post. 

New York Times 

The New York Times is the 
unofficial social, fashion, en¬ 


tertainment, poH^ai, and 
cultural guide of tt^Wation. Its 
influence and ideas reach into 
every stratum of American life. 

It is sold in virtually every 
community in the United States. 

The New York Times 
(originally New York Daily 
Times) was founded in 1851 by 
Henry J. Raymond (1820-1869) 
and George Jones (1811-1891). 

Shortly after Jones' death in 
1891, the newspaper ex¬ 
perienced a drop in advertising 
revenue that forced it near 
bankruptcy. As a consequence 
Adolph Ochs, a wealthy Jewish 
publisher, was able to purchase 
the paper from Jones' estate in 
1896 for a modest price. After 
Ochs' acquisition of the New 
York Times, advertising 
revenues rose dramatically. 

The present Jewish owners of 
the newspaper, the Sulzberger 
family, are related to Ochs 
through the marriage of Ochs' 
daughter, Iphigene, to Arthur 
Hays Sulzberger in 1917. Their 
son, Arthur Ochs Sulzberger, is 
the paper's current president 
and publisher. 

Washington Post 

A close second to the New 
York Times in national in¬ 
fluence is the Washington Post, 
which, by establishing its 
“leaks" in most governmental 
agencies in Washington, has an 
inside track on news involving 
the Federal government. 

The Washington Post was 
founded in 1877 by Stilson 
Hutchins and purchased from 
him in 1905 by John R. Maclean. 

in 1933, at the height of the 
Great Depression, Maclean was 
forced into bankruptcy, and the 
Washington Post was sold at 
auction to Eugene Meyer, a 
Jewish financier, for a trifling 
$825,000. 

The Washington .Post is 
presently run by Katharine 
Meyer Graham, Eugene 
Meyer's daughter, who is the 
principal stockholder and board 
chairman of the Washington 
Post Co., and Larry H. Israel, 


who is the president and chief 
operating officer. 

The Washington Post Co. also 
owns Newsweek magazine and 
a number of radio and television 
broadcasting stations.

PUBLIC MEETINGS BEGUN. The first Washington-area pub- * 
lie meeting in the Alliance’s new recruiting program was held in Al- , 
exandria, VA, on the evening of December 8. Because of the press 
of work in the National Office and because of the anticipated effect of 
the holiday period on attendance, the next public meeting was delayed 
until January 7. It will also be held in Alexandria. 

Thereafter, it^s planned that meetings will be held no less fre¬ 
quently than twice each month. As the National Office staff grows, 
so that the work load on present staffers can be spread out, meet- * 
ings will increase dn frequency. 

As with nearly all Alliance activities, our meeting activity is 
programmatic—i. e., it depends for its effectiveness not upon any 
spectacular, one-shot, hit-or-miss effort, but upon a continuing, 
repetitive program, yielding progress which may seem small at 
first, but which grows on itself, step by step. 

It was because of this that the beginning of our public meeting 
activity was delayed until the National Office staff was strong enough 
to undertake meetings on a regular basis—and it is for the same 
reason that we can be certain of the long-range success of this act¬ 
ivity, regardless of any temporary disappointments or setbacks we . 
may experience with particular meetings* 

Advertising for the first meeting was only by word of mouth and 
by flyers inserted into each copy of ATTACK! sold in Washington 
during the four days preceding the meeting. As a result, the hall 
hired for the meeting was less than half filled. Those attending were - 
a good mix of new people and previous Alliance contacts, of male 
and female, and of all age groups. 

Dr. Pierce was the main speaker, and his topic was "Who ' 

Rules America?" ATTACK! Assistant Editor Dennis Nix also spoke, 
on the deteriorating racial situation 1 in the United States. 

Speaking at the January 7 meeting will be Dr. Pierce, on the 
topic "Behind the Coming Crash: Minority Control of American For¬ 
eign Policy." Also speaking will be Mr. Richard Gotten, director 
of the National Documentation Institute and publisher of "Conserva¬ 
tive Viewpoint," whose topic will be the role of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith as an "enforcement" agency for keeping Am¬ 
erican business and political leaders in line with Jewish policies. 





One continuing responsibility of all Alliance people in 
the Washington area will be attendance at all public meet¬ 
ings, regardless of any temporary inconvenience or inter¬ 
ruption of other plans that this may entail. Each Alliance 
member or supporter should also endeavor to bring with 
him to each meeting as many friends, neighbors, relatives, 
and other potentially interested persons as he can. Although 
the primary responsibility for arranging the meetings rests 
on the National Office staff, the responsibility for building 
attendance at them rests on the entire Washington-area 
National Alliance/NYA community. 


ATTACK! MOVING INTO COMMERCIAL* NEWSSTANDS. In 
addition to our ATTACK! newsrack program, the Alliance is also 
beginning to place ATTACK! in some commercial newsstands. 

Most drugstore newsstands could not handle ATTACK! if they 
wanted to, because they are dependent for their supply of periodi¬ 
cals and paperback books upon news wholesalers who refuse to let 
their retailers,handle any independent publications. Needless to say 
the wholesale news business ift a tightly controlled Jewish monopoly 
in most large cities. This is not universally true, however, and 
[there are still a number of independent newsstand operators in the 
country who can carry any publications they want.

Dear Friends and Fellow Fighters for a New Order:

Our movement is emerging from a long, dry spell into a spring¬ 
time of renewed activity and growth. Much more will be required 
of each of us than in the past. 

i, , 

The Alliance has always been "extremist” in its views and its 
program, and this has kept the great majority of comfortable, lazy, 
and timid people av/ay from us — even those who agreed with us in 
principle. ’Now, although the majority remains lazy and timid, 
though perhaps a shade less comfortable than before, a growing 
minority is realizing that the program of the Alliance is no more 
extrerhe than the situation in which we find ourselves calls for. 

In the past the resources on which we could depend and, con¬ 
sequently, the personnel we could recruit and the activities in which 
we could engage were strictly limited by the unwillingness of most 
patriots to [’get involved” in anything other than safe, comfortable, 
and undemanding club- or hobby-type political activity. In particu¬ 
lar, there jvas an unwillingness to jeopardize jobs and social or ec¬ 
onomic status by doing or saying anything contrary to the norms im¬ 
posed by the System. 

Today that unwillingness is beginning, gradually, to yield to 
the realization that everything—jobs, status, savings, standard of 
living, even life itself—is in imminent peril of being destroyed as 
4 America continues down the road to ruin. 

Today it is beginning to dawn on White Americans even those 
in our incurably stupid and greedy middle class that fleeing to the 
suburbs will not save them or their children from the planners in 
Washington who are hell bent on destroying the White race. Yestjjfe 
day‘s "extremist” predictions of a mulatto America do not seem 


Today more and more of those who desperately hoped that let¬ 
ters of admonishment and threats to vote for someone else would 
somehow make the traitors and criminals in our Congress mend 
their ways are realizing that only a firing squad can make honest 
men of them. They are realizing that all the polite, civilized, Con¬ 
stitutional—and safe—tactics in which they placed their faith, have 
not worked and that maybe, just maybe, there is no way the present 
System can be patched up and salvaged. They are beginning to think 
the formerly unthinkable—that only a total revolution can save Am¬ 
erica from slavery and our race from extinction. 








In other words, the cancer which has been eating away more or 
less painlessly at our insides for so many decades is finally begin¬ 
ning to hurt. Let us thank God for that pain, because it is the only 
thing which can convince most Americans that aspirin won't work 
and that surgery is necessary. * 

The pain will get worse in the months ahead, as America's 
racial, economic, crime, and foreign problems continue to grow, 
and the demands which the Alliance will make on all its.members 
and supporters will grow accordingly. But, as the "American way 
of life" continues to collapse into ruin around us, we can at least be 
sure that all our efforts and sacrifices will yield a greater growth 
for the Alliance than ever before. And in that assurance we can 
better endure the growing pain of America'6 cancer, for we know 
that, even in this winter of agony, the springtime of a new birth is 
beginning to take shape.
